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TWELFTH  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  OPERATIONS  UNDER  THE 


Section  24  of  the  Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  of  1970  (Public  Law 
91-258)  requires  that  the  Secretary,  Department  of  Transportation,  submit 
an  annual  report  to  Congress  of  operations  under  Part  II  of  the  Act  for  the 
preceding  fiscal  year.  This  report  covers  operations  for  the  fiscal  year 
ending  September  30,  1981. 

INTRODUCTION 

With  the  enactment  of  the  Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  of  1970 
(P.L.  91-258),  the  Nation  moved  toward  improving  the  efficiency  and  safety 
of  the  airport  and  airway  system.  Reflecting  the  role  of  aviation  in  the 
economy  and  the  benefits  derived  from  safe  and  efficient  operation,  that 
statute  (1)  found  the  airport  and  airway  system  inadequate  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  then  current  and  projected  growth  in  aviation, 

(2)  declared  substantial  expansion  and  improvement  was  required  to  meet  the 
demands  of  interstate  commerce,  the  postal  service,  and  national  defense, 
and  (3)  established  an  expanded  program  of  Federal  matching  grants  to  spon¬ 
sors  of  airports  serving  commercial  and  general  aviation.  Moreover,  the 
Act  established  a  system  of  user  taxes  paid  into  a  trust  fund  to  provide  an 
assured,  long-term  source  of  funding,  through  the  end  of  fiscal  year  1980. 

The  Act  had  been  amended  five  times  as  of  the  end  of  Fiscal  Year  1981.  It 
was  amended  in  1971  (P.L.  92-174)  to  incorporate  provisions  involving  the 
use,  preservation,  and  priority  for  expenditure  of  funds  from  the  Trust 
Fund.  The  Airport  Development  Acceleration  Act  of  1973  (P.L.  93-44)  made 
further  amendments  to  the  1970  Act,  increasing  annual  authorizations  for 
fiscal  years  1974  and  1975  and  increasing  the  Federal  contribution  for 
grants  at  most  airports.  The  Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  Amendments 
of  1976  (P.L.  94-353)  approved  July  12,  1976,  made  several  major  changes  to 
the  Act,  affecting  among  other  things  project  eligibility,  increased 
overall  funding  levels,  distribution  of  funds,  the  project  approval 
process,  and  the  percentage  of  the  Federal  contribution  for  most  projects. 
The  amendments  also  included  an  extension  of  the  planning  grant  program  and 
required  revisions  to  the  National  Airport  System  Plan.  Amendments  to 
funding  levels  and  an  increased  emphasis  on  projects  to  reduce  noise 
impacts  of  airports  were  effective  upon  enactment  on  February  18,  1980,  of 
the  Aviation  Safety  and  Noise  Abatement  Act  of  1979  (P.L.  96-193). 
Amendments  to  the  funding  levels  and  to  extend  the  authorization  through 
fiscal  year  1981  were  contained  in  the  Omnibus  Budget  Reconciliation  Act  of 
1981  (P.L.  97-35),  Title  XI,  Subtitle  A,  Part  1,  Fiscal  Year  1981  Airport 
Development  Authorization  Act  (referred  to  in  this  report  as  the  fiscal 
year  1981  Airport  Development  Authorization  Act.)  These  1981  amendments, 
signed  into  law  on  August  13,  1981,  combined  planning  and  development 
grants  by  allowing  both  to  be  funded  from  a  single  authorization. 

Heretofore  there  were  separate  authorizations  and  appropriations  for 
planning  and  development  funds. 


THE  AIRPORTS  PROGRAM 


The  Airports  Program  covers  among  other  things,  the  identification, 
planning,  and  development  of  the  Nation* 3  system  of  public  airports  to 
serve  the  needs  of  civil  aviation  in  the  fifty  states,  Guam,  the  Northern 
Mariana  Islands,  Puerto  Rico,  American  Samoa,  the  Trust  Territory  of  the 
Pacific  Islands  excluding  the  Northern  Mariana  Islands,  and  the  Virgin 
Islands. 

It  is  based  primarily  on  provisions  of  the  Airport  and  Airway  Development 
Act  of  1970,  as  amended.  This  law  recognizes  an  important  national  need 
for  improvement  in  the  national  airport  and  airway  system.  Airport  system 
improvements  aimed  at  increased  system  capacity  and  the  accommodation  of 
higher  performance  aircraft  have  been  the  goal  of  the  Airports  Program. 
Federal  involvement  is  designed  to  assist  municipalities  and  other  public 
agencies  that  own  and  operate  the  civil  airports  of  this  country  in  funding 
airport  planning  and  development. 

Principal  activities  in  this  program  include:  preparation  of  a  National 
Airport  System  Plan  and  other  airports  planning  activities;  administering  a 
program  of  grants-in-aid  for  airport  planning  and  airport  development; 
environmental  review  of  proposed  airport  actions;  preparation  of  airport 
engineering,  operations  and  safety  standards;  airport  certification  and 
inspection  for  safety  of  operations;  participation  in  transfers  of  Federal 
land  and  property  for  civil  airport  use;  field  collection  of  data  for  the 
airport  data  program;  assuring  that  public  agencies  receiving  Federal 
assistance  continue  to  operate  their  airports  for  the  benefit  of  the  public 
in  accordance  with  their  agreements,  and  special  emphasis  on  airport  noise 
compatibility  planning  and  actions  to  implement  the  resultant  plans.

NATIONAL  AIRPORT  PLANNING 


National  Airport  System  Plan  (NASP).  The  Airport  and  Airway  Development 
Act  of  1970,  as  amended,  requires  the  Secretary  of  Transportation  to  pre¬ 
pare  a  ten-year  National  Airport  System  Plan  for  the  development  of  public 
airports  in  the  U.S.  adequate  for  the  needs  of  civil  aeronautics,  the 
requirements  of  national  defense,  and  the  special  needs  of  the  Postal 
Service.  In  developing  the  plan,  the  Secretary  is  directed  to  give  due 
consideration  to  the  relationship  of  each  airport  to  local  transportation 
systems,  forecast  technological  developments  in  aeronautics,  other  modes  of 
intercity  transportation,  and  factors  affecting  the  quality  of  the  national 
environment.  Prepared  by  FAA,  the  first  edition  of  the  NASP  covering  the 
years  1972  through  1982  was  submitted  to  Congress  in  June  1973  and  released 
to  the  public  in  September  1973.  A  revised  NASP,  1978-1987,  was  delivered 
to  Congress  in  January  1978.  A  statistical  revision,  dated  1980-1989,  was 
published  in  August  1980.  The  NASP  is  kept  current,  between  major 
editions,  by  continuing  revisions  to  a  computer-stored  data  bank.  Many  of 
the  re/isions  include  the  findings  of  airport  master  and  system  plans 
funded  under  the  Airport  Planning  and  Development  Aid  Program. 

The  current  data  base  includes  about  3»650  locations,  for  which  $13.5  billion 
in  airport  development  requirements  are  identified  for  the  ten-year  period.

ENVIRONMENTAL  CONSIDERATIONS 


The  Federal  Aviation  Administration  (FAA)  considers  and  weighs  environmental 
values  in  evaluating  proposed  Federal  actions  relating  to  airports.  Federal 
actions  of  potential  environmental  concern  include:  (1)  adoption  of  the 
National  Airport  System  Plan,  (2)  approval  of  an  airport  location,  (3)  approval 
of  a  new  or  revised  airport  layout  plan,  (4)  approval  of  funding  for  airport 
development,  and  (5)  requests  for  conveyance  of  government  land  for  airport 
purposes. 

FAA  Airports  Program  procedures  identify  types  of  actions  which  require  an 
environmental  assessment  and  consultation  process.  This  process  provides  the 
FAA,  other  agencies,  and  members  of  the  public  with  an  understanding  of  the 
potential  environmental  impacts  of  a  proposed  action.  Section  102(2) (C)  of 
the  National  Environmental  Policy  Act  of  1969  (NEPA)  requires  an  environmental 
impact  statement  when  an  action  would  produce  a  significant  impact  on  the 
environment;  otherwise,  a  finding  of  no  significant  impact  is  prepared. 

Special  consideration  and  findings  have  been  required  under  section  16(c)(4) 
of  the  Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  of  1970,  as  amended  (Airport  Act), 
for  projects  involving  airport  location,  runway  location,  or  major  runway 
extensions.  Other  laws  have  particular  requirements  relative  to  specialized 
concerns  such  as  air  quality,  water  quality,  public  recreational  lands, 
historic  and  archeological  sites,  endangered  species,  coastal  zones, 
wetlands,  and  floodplains. 

Initial  review  of  proposed  Federal  airport  actions  identifies  the  extent  of 
environmental  study  and  coordination  required.  If  an  action  is  not  in  a 
category  requiring  environmental  assessment  and  does  not  have  the  potential, 
either  individually  or  through  cumulative  effects,  of  significantly 
affecting  the  environment,  it  is  categorically  excluded  from  environmental 
processing.  As  experience  has  been  gained  in  the  environmental  field,  FAA 
procedures  have  categorically  excluded  more  and  more  projects  from  environ¬ 
mental  processing. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1981,  4  environmental  impact  statements  were  approved 
pursuant  to  NEPA,  and  19  actions  were  approved  through  findings  of  no 
significant  impact  under  section  16(c)(4)  of  the  Airport  Act.  The  majority 
of  actions  had  no  measurable  impact  and  were  categorically  excluded  from 
further  environmental  review. 

On  November  29,  1978,  the  Council  on  Environmental  Quality  published  its 
final  regulations  establishing  uniform  Federal  procedures  for  implementing 
the  procedural  provisions  of  NEPA.  These  regulations  prompted  the  prepara¬ 
tion  of  new  implementing  procedures  by  each  Federal  agency  to  fit  its  own 
programs.  The  Airports  Program's  implementing  procedures  are  contained  in 
Appendix  6  of  FAA  Order  1050. 1C,  Policies  and  Procedures  for  Considering 
Environmental  Impacts.  More  detailed  guidance  on  how  to  assess  environmen¬ 
tal  impacts  and  prepare  environmental  documents  was  published  separately  in 
Order  5050.4,  Airport  Environmental  Handbook,  in  March  1980. 
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The  Airports  Program  procedures  and  detailed  guidance  incorporate  three 
major  new  directions.  One  is  the  revision  of  the  environmental  assessment 
document  to  streamline  it  and  make  it  useable  as  the  key  mechanism  for 
determining  whether  any  potential  impacts  appear  significant  enough  to 
warrant  further  study  and  to  require  the  preparation  of  an  environmental 
impact  statement.  To  help  accomplish  this,  the  second  major  effort  has 
been  the  development  of  thresholds  of  significance  for  each  category  of 
impact.  When  the  analysis  required  in  the  environmental  assessment  shows 
that  a  particular  threshold  (of  noise,  for  example)  would  not  be  exceeded 
by  the  proposed  action,  no  further  analysis  of  that  impact  is  required.  If 
no  categories  of  impact  exceed  their  thresholds  of  significance,  the  FAA 
will  prepare  a  brief  finding  of  no  significant  impact.  When  certain 
thresholds  are  exceeded  and  an  environmental  impact  statement  is  required 
for  the  proposed  action,  further  detailed  study  will  be  performed  only  on 
those  impacts  with  significant  implications.  The  third  major  thrust  of  the 
new  guidance  has  been  to  integrate  all  other  special  purpose  environmental 
laws  and  requirements  (e.g.,  endangered  species  legislation,  coastal  zone 
management  programs,  executive  orders  on  wetlands  and  floodplains)  with  the 
NEPA  procedures  to  achieve  the  Department  of  Transportation's  objective  of 
one-step  environmental  processing  for  Federal  actions. 

Aircraft  noise  in  the  vicinity  of  airports  has  become  a  major  constraint  on 
the  efficient  utilization  and  development  of  a  number  of  existing  airport 
facilities  and  on  the  future  development  of  additional  facilities.  Since 
1976,  the  FAA  has  fostered  the  preparation  by  airport  proprietors  of  air¬ 
port  noise  control  and  land  use  compatibility  plans  through  the  airport 
grant  program.  Grants  have  also  been  approved  to  assist  airport 
proprietors  in  carrying  out  projects  to  improve  airport/community  noise 
compatibility.  The  Aviation  Safety  and  Noise  Abatement  Act  of  1979  has 
resulted  in  more  funding  being  directed  towards  noise-related  projects. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1981,  the  Airports  Program  completed  an  evaluation  of  air¬ 
port  noise  planning  and  projects  carried  out  with  Federal  financial 
assistance.  The  evaluation  concluded  that  such  grants  have  contributed 
towards  the  goal  of  reducing  noise  and  noncompatible  uses  of  land  around 
airports. 
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AIRPORT  PLANNING  AND  DEVELOPMENT  AID  PROGRAM 


The  Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  of  1970,  as  amended,  authorized  the 
Secretary  of  Transportation  to  make  airport  planning  and  development  grants 
in  order  to  bring  about,  in  conformity  with  the  National  Airport  System 
Plan  (NASP),  the  establishment  of  a  nationwide  system  of  public  airports 
adequate  to  meet  the  present  and  future  needs  of  civil  aeronautics.  The 
Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  Amendments  of  1976  (P.L.  94-353), 
enacted  on  July  12,  1976,  amended  funding  levels  and  added  several  new  • 
eligible  items  of  development.  In  addition  to  further  amendments  to. 
funding  levels  in  both  years,  an  increased  emphasis  on  projects  to  reduce 
noise  impacts  of  airports,  and  establishment  of  a  single  authorization  for 
both  planning  and  development  were  effective  upon  enactment  of  amendments 
in  1980  and  1981,  respectively. 

The  1976  Amendments  raised  the  annual  program  level  from  $310  million, 
established  in  1973,  to  a  range  of  $500  million  to  $610  million  over  the 
five-year  period  through  fiscal  year  1980.  The  Aviation  Safety  and  Noise 
Abatement  Act  of  1979  further  increased  the  program  authorization  to 
$667  million,  while  the  1981  amendments  reduced  the  annual  level  to 
$450  million.  (Charts  on  the  following  pages  show  the  percentage  distribu¬ 
tion  of  the  annual  contract  authority.)  The  1976  and  1980  amendments  also 
revised  the  percentage  of  Federal  participation  in  eligible  airport 
planning  and  development  upward  from  previous  levels  of  50  and  75  percent. 

Federal  participation  at  all  except  the  busiest  airports  was  90  percent 
through  September  30,  1978,  dropped  to  80  percent  for  fiscal  year  1979, 
then  increased  to  90  percent  again  for  1980.  Air  carrier  airports,  other 
than  commuter  airports,  whose  total  annual  passenger  enplanements  are  one- 
quarter  of  one  percent  or  more  of  the  total  annual  passenger  enplanements 
of  all  such  airports  received  Federal  participation  at  75  percent.  There 
were  slight  upward  adjustments  in  states  containing  a  high  percentage  of 
public  land.  Grants  for  airport  system  planning  were  also  at  a  75  percent 
Federal  participation  rate  from  fiscal  years  1976  through  1981. 

The  1976  Amendments  permitted  certifications  to  be  accepted  from  sponsors 
indicating  that  they  would  comply  with  all  program  statutory  and  admin¬ 
istrative  requirements.  They  also  allowed  for  multi-year  grants  for  ADAP 
projects  extending  over  several  years,  and  authorized  funds  for  grants  to 
states  to  assist  them  in  developing  their  own  general  aviation  airport 
development  standards,  other  than  standards  for  safety  of  approaches.  A 
maximum  of  $25,000  for  a  single  state  was  established  for  development  of 
standards.  A  State  Demonstration  Program,  lasting  through  fiscal  year  1978, 
was  also  approved.  It  allowed  four  states  to  administer  ADAP  grants  to 
their  general  aviation  airports. 


The  1981  amendments  provided  a  single  authorization  for  planning  and 
development  grants.  Previously  there  were  separate  authorizations  for 
these  purposes.

PRIMARY  GOALS 


The  primary  goals  of  the  airports  grant  program  are  to: 

Increase  safety  and  security  of  aircraft  operations  at  the  Nation’s 
commercial  service  airports  with  projects  such  as  those  which  increase 
the  ability  to  respond  to  aircraft  accidents,  minimize  pavement 
slipperiness,  and  secure  operational  areas. 

Maintain  the  functional  integrity  of  airport  landing  areas  at  the 
Nation’s  public-use  airports  through  the  rehabilitation  of  pavements 
and  lighting  systems. 

Improve  the  existing  substandard  airport  facilities  at  the  Nation's 
public-use  airports  by  bringing  airports  up  to  recommended  design 
standards.  In  meeting  these  standards,  aviation  facilities  will  be 
constructed  and  operated  with  regard  given  to  minimizing  current  and 
projected  noise  impacts  on  nearby  communities. 

Upgrade  existing  public-use  airports  to  serve  larger  and  more 
demanding  aircraft. 

Increase  the  capacity  of  public-use  airports  to  expeditiously  handle 
aircraft  operations  thereby  minimizing  congestion  and  delays. 

Provide  air  access  to  communities  or  remote  areas  through  development 
of  additional  public-use  airports. 

STATUTORY  CRITERIA 


Statutory  criteria  relating  to  airport  development  projects  included  the 
following: 

The  project  had  to  be  reasonably  consistent  with  plans  (existing  at 
the  time  of  approval  of  the  project)  of  planning  agencies  for  the 
development  of  the  area  in  which  the  airport  is  located. 

Sufficient  funds  had  to  be  available  for  that  portion  of  the  project 
costs  which  were  not  paid  by  the  United  States. 

The  project  had  to  be  completed  without  undue  delay. 

The  public  agency  or  agencies  which  submitted  the  project  application 
had  to  have  legal  authority  to  engage  in  the  airport  development  as 
proposed. 

All  project  sponsorship  requirements  prescribed  by  or  under  the 
authority  of  the  Secretary  had  to  be  met. 
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The  project  had  to  include  provision  for  the  installation  of  landing 
aids  specified  in  the  Act  and  determined  by  the  Secretary  to  be 
required  for  the  safe  and  efficient  use  of  the  airport  by  aircraft, 
taking  into  account  the  category  of  the  airport  and  the  type  and 
volume  of  traffic  using  the  airport. 

Fair  consideration  had  to  be  given  to  the  interest  of  communities  in 
or  near  which  the  project  was  to  be  located. 

All  proposed  projects  involving  airport  locations,  major  runway 
extensions,  or  runway  locations  were  submitted  to  the  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  and  the  Department  of  the  Interior  for  their  review. 
The  proposals  were  reviewed  as  to  their  adverse  impacts  on  natural 
resources,  including  but  not  limited  to  fish  and  wildlife,  natural 
scenic  and  recreation  assets,  water  and  air  quality  and  other  factors 
affecting  the  environment.  Approval  of  these  projects  was  not  given 
unless  the  Secretary,  following  a  full  and  complete  review  which  was 
made  a  matter  of  public  record,  determined  that  no  feasible  and  pru¬ 
dent  alternative  existed  and  that  all  possible  steps  would  be  taken  to 
minimize  any  adverse  effects. 

The  public  agency  sponsoring  the  project,  if  it  involved  airport 
location,  an  airport  runway,  or  a  runway  extension,  had  to  certify  to 
the  Secretary  that  there  was  afforded  the  opportunity  for  public 
hearings  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the  economic,  social,  and 
environmental  effects  of  the  airport  location  and  consistency  with  the 
goals  and  objectives  of  such  urban  planning  as  had  been  carried  out  by 
the  community. 

The  Secretary  did  not  approve  any  project  involving  airport  location, 
major  runway  extension,  or  runway  location  unless  the  governor  of  the 
state  in  which  such  project  was  located  certified,  in  writing,  to  the 
Secretary,  that  there  was  reasonable  assurance  that  the  project  would 
be  located,  designed,  constructed,  and  operated  so  as  to  comply  with 
applicable  air  and  water  quality  standards.  Where  no  state  standards 
were  approved  or  where  such  standards  were  promulgated  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  or  the  Secretary  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  (function  delegated  to  the  EPA),  certification  was  obtained 
from  the  appropriate  Secretary.  Notice  of  certification  or  of  refusal 
to  certify  was  provided  within  60  days  after  the  project  application 
was  received  by  the  Secretary. 

The  Secretary  conditionally  approved  any  such  project  application 
based  on  compliance  during  construction  and  operation  with  applicable 
air  and  water  quality  standards. 

Airport  development  had  to  be  included  in  the  NASP  and  comply  with  the 
airport  development  standards  formulated  or  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  Transportation. 


As  a  condition  precedent  to  approval  of  airport  development  projects, 
sponsors  gave  certain  written  assurances  to  the  Secretary  as  required 
by  the  Act.  There  had  to  be  consultation  with  air  carrier  operators 
at  air  carrier  airports  and  with  fixed  base  operators  on  general 
aviation  airports  prior  to  making  a  decision  regarding  any  proposed 
development. 

IMPLEMENTATION 


Policy  and  procedures  for  administering  the  airports  grant  program  were 
developed  and  published  in  Federal  Aviation  Regulations,  Part  152  -  Airport 
Aid  Program,  which  was  revised  in  May  1980  to  simplify  and  clarify  grant 
requirements.  This  regulation  provides  guidance  on:  (1)  procedures  for 
submission  of  requests  for  aid;  (2)  consideration  of  environmental  effects; 

(3)  eligibility  of  airport  planning  and  development  items  or  facilities, 

(4)  landing  aid  requirements;  (5)  requirements  for  public  hearings  to  con¬ 
sider  the  social,  economic,  and  environmental  aspects  of  proposed  airport 
development;  (6)  applicability  and  effect  of  the  Uniform  Relocation  and 
Real  Property  Acquisition  Policies  Act;  (7)  procedures  to  assure  non¬ 
discrimination  in  the  exercise  of  the  grant  program;  and,  (8)  procedures 
for  project  approval. 

Airport  Grant  Program  Apportionments  for  Fiscal  Year  1981 

Appendix  A  to  this  report  provides  the  apportionment  of  the  $450  million 
authorization  for  fiscal  year  1981  for  airport  planning  and  development 
projects.  Each  air  carrier  airport  sponsor,  and  the  governor  of  each  state 
or  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  equivalent  jurisdiction  was  notified 
of  the  amount  apportioned  in  accordance  with  the  Airport  and  Airway 
Development  Act  of  1970,  as  amended. 

Fiscal  Year  1981  Planning  and  Development  Activity 

The  fiscal  year  1981  Appropriations  Act,  along  with  the  one-year  extension 
provided  in  the  fiscal  year  1981  Airport  Development  Authorization  Act,  set 
the  availability  of  funds  at  $450  million.  Additional  funds  recovered  from 
adjustments  to  prior  years’  projects  were  also  available. 

A  breakdown  of  obligations  includes  $442.6  million  for  622  new  grants,  and 
$7.7  million  for  increases  to  existing  ADAP  grant  agreements.  The  new  grant 
agreements  consisted  of  $379.6  million  for  418  grants  for  air  carrier  and 
commuter  airports,  and  $63.0  million  for  204  grants  for  general  aviation 
and  reliever  airports. 

Included  in  the  above  are  50  grants  totaling  $3.4  million  for  planning. 

Of  the  50  grants,  11  totaling  $719 ,4 68  were  for  airport  system  planning 
studies,  11  totaling  $1,088,840  were  for  Airport  Noise  Control  and  Land  Use 
Compatibility  (ANCLUC)  studies,  and  28  totaling  $1,589,882  were  for  air¬ 
port  master  planning  studies. 

Also  included  in  the  622  grants  were  11  projects  totaling  $33.4  million 
involving  noise  relief.  Ten  of  the  projects  were  for  the  purchase  of 
airport  land  in  noise  impacted  areas  and  the  remaining  project  was  for 
the  soundproofing  of  an  existing  structure. 
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CIVIL  RIGHTS  REQUIREMENTS 


Provision  of  assistance  under  the  Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  subjects 
the  airport  sponsor  to  a  number  of  civil  rights  requirements.  They  are: 

(1)  Title  VI  of  the  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964. 

Title  VI  prohibits  the  recipient  from  discriminating  on  the  basis 
of  race,  color  or  national  origin  in  providing  benefits  or  deter¬ 
mining  participation  in  federally  assisted  programs.  Airport 
lessees  and  concessionaires  must  covenant  to  the  same  provision 
in  their  agreements  with  the  sponsor. 

The  FAA  Civil  Rights  staff  has  primary  responsibility  for  moni¬ 
toring  compliance  with  Title  VI  and  regulations  of  the  Office  of 
the  Secretary  of  Transportation  (OST)  49  CFR  Part  21.  During 
Fiscal  Year  1981,  Regional  Civil  Rights  staffs  completed  125 
reviews,  including  six  on-site  visits.  Although  one  review 
determined  noncompliance,  the  sponsor  subsequently  achieved 
voluntary  compliance.  In  addition,  Airports  Divisions  conducted 
a  total  of  1,430  compliance  field  reviews  and  found  all  locations 
to  be  in  compliance. 

(2)  Section  30  of  the  Airport  and  Airway  Development  Act  of  1970,  a3 
amended . 

Rules  implementing  Section  30,  which  are  contained  In  Federal 
Aviation  Regulations,  Part  152  -  Airport  Aid  Program,  prohibit 
discrimination  because  of  race,  creed,  color,  national  origin  or 
sex  in  the  employment  practices  of  the  sponsor  and  the  aviation 
related  lessees  and  contractors  located  on  the  airport.  In 
addition,  the  sponsor  may  not  discriminate  because  of  sex  and 
creed  in  providing  services  and  benefits  to  the  public.  Although 
compliance  review  procedures  have  not  yet  been  established,  the 
Civil  Rights  staffs  will  have  responsibility  for  ensuring 
compliance  with  Section  30. 

(3)  Regulations  of  the  OST  "Participation  by  Minority  Business 
Enterprise  (MBE)  in  Department  of  Transportation  Programs." 

Under  this  regulation,  a  grantee  may  not  discriminate  on  the 
basis  of  race,  color,  national  origin  or  sex  in  the  award  or  per¬ 
formance  of  contracts  assisted  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the 
Department.  Under  certain  circumstances,  the  regulation  requires 
airport  sponsors  to  submit  an  MBE  program,  containing  goals  for 
contract  awards  to  minority-  and  women-owned  businesses.  In 
Fiscal  Year  1981,  Regional  Civil  Rights  staffs  approved  70  MBE 
programs.  They  also  issued  21  notices  of  noncompliance  for 
failure  to  submit  a  program  or  for  deficiencies  contained  in  the 
submissions.  Compliance  by  voluntary  means  was  achieved  in  every 
case  so  that  enforcement  procedures  were  not  instituted. 
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(4)  Section  504  of  the  Rehabilitation  Act  of  1973,  as  amended. 


Section  504  prohibits  a  recipient  of  Federal  funds  from  discrimi¬ 
nating  against  an  otherwise  qualified  handicapped  individual 
solely  because  of  his  handicap.  Implementing  regulations  of  the 
OST  49  CFR  Part  27  require  recipients  to  make  certain  existing 
and  future  facilities  and  programs  accessible  to  handicapped 
persons.  The  rule  also  covers  employment  practices  and  requires 
grantees  to  make  reasonable  acommodation  to  the  known  handicaps 
of  an  otherwise  qualified  applicant  or  employee  unless  the  accom¬ 
modation  would  impose  an  undue  hardship  on  the  operations  of  the 
program.  Compliance  with  Part  27  is  monitored  by  the  Office  of 
Airport  Standards. 

(5)  Age  Discrimination  Act  of  1975,  as  amended. 

The  Act  prohibits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  age  in  programs 
and  activities  receiving  Federal  financial  assistance.  It 
applies  to  persons  of  all  ages  and  permits  recipients  to  U3e  some 
age  distinctions  and  reasonable  factors  other  than  age  in  pro¬ 
viding  benefits  or  determining  participation  in  federally  funded 
programs.  The  Act  does  not  apply  to  the  employment  practices  of 
any  employer. 

Persons  who  believe  they  have  been  denied  one  of  the  above  guarantees  may 
file  a  discrimination  complaint.  Such  complaints  are  referred  to  the  OST. 
In  Fisal  Year  1981,  the  OST  received  four  Title  VI  complaints,  four 
Section  504  complaints,  nine  MBE  complaints,  while  none  was  filed  under 
Section  30.  The  OST  determined  that  one  Title  VI  complaint  and  one  Section 
504  complaint  appeared  valid  and  issued  notices  to  the  sponsors  requesting 
corrective  action.  Enforcement  procedures  were  deferred  pending  attempts 
at  informal  resolution. 

(6)  Executive  Order  11246,  as  amended. 

When  assistance  under  the  ADAP  is  for  construction,  the  prime 
contractor  and  its  subcontractors  having  contracts  in  excess  of 
$10,000  (or  which  aggregate  to  more  than  $10,000  in  a  12-month 
period)  are  subject  to  Executive  Order  11246,  as  amended,  and 
regulations  of  the  Office  of  Federal  Contract  Compliance  Programs 
(0FCCP )  of  the  Department  of  Labor.  Executive  Order  11246  prohi¬ 
bits  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  sex,  religion  or 
national  origin  against  persons  employed  or  seeking  employment 
with  federally  assisted  construction  contractors  and  their 
subcontractors.  Compliance  with  the  Executive  Order  and 
Department  of  Labor  regulations  is  monitored  by  the  0FCCP.
